
The Wild tieege and Brant.

At certain seasona of the year there are Immense flocks of 
ftlld geese seen in the moantalus, sailing slowly, and in a dlgni- 
llcd manner, through the air, the different members of the flock 
flying so as to form an aente angle, with some heavy male bird 
sciing as leader. The lines sometimes waver In the air like a 
huge snake crawling along, and then again are as stafght as ar¬ 
rows. During their flight they utter their harsh clanging noise, 
sounding wild and dreary enough when heard in the evening, 
or during the hours of darkness. They Hy over the hills and 
inoorlauds, and alight on the lakes where they love to feed 
In the marshes near by. Their slate-colored bodies, black-heads, 
and while rings round their necks, look beautifully on the waters, 
where they swim about with the utmost grace. They arc as large 
as tame geese, have black legs, black webbed-feet, and thick, 
strong plumage. They are easily tamed, when hatched under 
hens from eggs that have been found near the ten lands, and 
readily associate with tame geese, being by tar the better be¬ 
haved of the two, and not making near as much noise, as their 
cousins who have been reared in civilized life. 

In the Autumn months when the geese are preparing to go 
south to their Winter grounds in the marslies of Louisiana and 
Arkansas, or are on their way thither, the streams and lakes 
swarm with them. They must feed while on their journey, and 
for this purpose stop near sunset, and employ their time in Hll- 
Ing their crops with insects, Bsh, grass seed, and grain, wherever 
they can be found. 

They sleep by placing their heads under their 
wing. Boating quietly on the surface of the water 
during the night If disturbed they at once take 
wing, and move off to some more secure place. 

They are frequently shot while making these jour¬ 
neys, the mountaineers and hunters always being 
ready to add a fat wild goose to their store of pro¬ 
visions, after the breeding season is over In the far 
.North. 


his enemy in his throat and stomach, which came near costing 
him his own life by choking. 

Mr. Howell says; “We have made havoc in the ranks of the 
wild geese In the vast corn fields of Illinois. We hsve taken a 
stand In the center of a large corn shock, and have seen them 
come in myriads from the largo swamps lii the vicinity—always 
making their entry at a certain point Instinctively, and their 
exit at another. If undisturbed. Here, sportsman, is your Beld, 
If you can kill a goose! if you never did, ten to one If you draw 
a feather. Nothing is more deceptive than a long line of old 
hunkers hearing down on the hiding-place of a novice at goose 
hunting. The size of the bird, the clack of their goose-talk as 
they approach a feeding ground, the apparent proximity of the 
noisy fellows as they seem to fly almost ill one’s face, create the 
Impression In the mind of the uninitiated that they are only a 
few feet off; but when he rises and Bres, to his chagrin he dis 
covers that the Bock has turned about at some eighty yards dis¬ 
tance without a scratch. Many a splendid shot have we lost in 
I this way through the nervousness of some amateur sportsman, 
i who was sure of almost any other bird, and who could make ills 
right and left shots very creditably, but who had never shot a 
I goose. 

“The Canada goose is a heavily fledged bird, and bearing 
down In a direct lino upon tlie hunter is no easy prey, until It is 
I passing or has pa.ssed. It is better to wait until you can sec its 
white tips; then a quartering shot under the wing will bring 
. down your game. Four drachms of good powder, an ounce of 
No. 3 shot, (which is coarse enough), anil a little attention to 


sions, and also when disturbed, they exhibit their usual propen¬ 
sity to Indulge in gabble and goose talk.’’ 

The large snow goose is frequently seen on the northwest coast 
I of America, in Puget’s Sound and In the Bay of San Francisco. 
lU plumage is snowy white though in other respects It Is about 
like the Canada goose. It Is found tliroughout the whole of 
North America, though never seen In the Summer, as at this sea¬ 
son it is in the high northern latitudes breeding. 

In going south the wild geese do not always go lu large flocks, 
and I saw two of tliem ltBlcd late in October 1878 in Black’s 


A number of varieties of wild geese have been 
mentioned by authors, but the one here described 
l« the goose commonly found lu the upland regions, 
where indeed uo other is ordinarily seen. The 
male goose, or gander, is said to be very much at¬ 
tached to his mate, and always remains near her 
when she is sitting on her nest. The stories told of 
these creatures are singular enough, many of 
them being no doubt greatly exaggerated. By some 
nations geese have been considered remarkably 
wise birds, while others believe them to be the em¬ 
bodiment of stupidity. In our own land to call ii 
person a goose Is synonymous with calling him an 
Imbecile or an Idiot. 

The difference between geese and brant is this, 
tile geese have light or bright colored bills and feet 
with white or variegated plumage, while the brant 
have black feet and bills, black necks marked with 
white spaces. In the far West two kinds of geese 
are found named the white-fronted or speckled 
belly, Aruer and the snow goose Aiiaer 

Hypertxmui. There are also two kinds of brant 
which are the Canada goose or common wild goose 
or brant, JBranta Canadensu^ and the brant goose 
or Black Brantj Branta Bertiicla. What is know'll 
as Hutchins’s goose Is merely a smaller variety of 

common wild goose or brant. In addition to the geese 
Imre mentioned there are several other varieties named by natur¬ 
alists which are seldom seen in the Inhabited portions of North 
America. The most prominent among the many varieties In the 
West Is the Canada goose or brant. The next, and existing In 
^eat numbers, Is the white-fronted, or as it Is sometimes called 
the laughing goose. This latter Indulge In a jabber resembling 
the merry laughter of a bevy of school girls, when about llght- 
ng, tumbling and turning high lu the air, and then descending 
In a most ludicrous and irregular manner, although their flight 
through the air hod been as regular and decorous as need be. 

The younger geese get Into trouble occasionally, and one of 
them is said to have had a serious time of It after swallowing a 
snake. One day a gentleman noticed a place where there had 
been a pond of water, but the draught had dried out the water 
until It was a thick, marshy mud, and in this place there was a 
gosling, grown up to near ths dimensions of a full grown goose, 
with but few. If any feathers. He noticed a few inches of what

whllc the young goose took a sitting posture and appeared as If 
pesUy exhausted.

Fork of Green river, tiirw or four miles from Fort Bridges, 
Wyoming Territory, there being no others anywhere near. It 
may be that they were belated, or they may have Intended to re¬ 
main still longer In tlie mountain region before they went to the 
ponds and lagoons of the South. Many wild geese are killed in 
Laramie river, Wyoming, every Spring, the stream In many 
places when free from lee swarming with them. 

The different varietlc? of geese lay from six to ten eggs in 
iicsts hullt by them near the marshes and water courses where 
they love to dwell. These nests are lined with soft grass and 
feathers and are well adapted to the purpose for which they are 
made. It Is said that the smaller variety of wild goose builds Its 
nest III tre'Js, and that this is ficquontly the ease In Dakota and 
Montana Territories' 

.Mr. Geo. B. Griniioll In his report made In 1876, says he found 
the common wild goose In great abundance on the Missouri 
river, ami uuincroiis on Tcllowstono Lake as well. Early in 
July while on his way from Bismark to Carroll he saw many 
broods of young, and, when coming down the river 
late in September hardly an hour passed without 
his seeing one or more large flocks of these birds. 
The young goslings are pretty little things, and the 
devotion to them of the mother Is exceedingly In¬ 
teresting. Four was the smallest number seen In 
any brood, and nine the largest. When approsched 
the little ones would sink Into the water until only 
the end of their bills could be seen, and after all 
was safe the mother would also sluk and swim 
slowly along under the surface. There Is no end to 
the anecdotes that have been related In regard to 
the geese, some of which are very Interesting and 
show that the bird has a great deal of sagacity.

the business will usually settle your goose question. 

“But shooting gcoac on the vast wheat fields in early Spring 
or late in the Fall, after the Winter wheat has sprouted nicely, Is 
another thing. Hero arc miles of expanse like the ocean, with¬ 
out cover of any kind; there are the geese numbering thousands; 
the knolls are black with them. Now Is the time for strategy. 
You must select o windy day—for they cannot rise down the 
wind—provide yourself with a team of oxen and an old sled; lie 
down; allow tlie uxen to graze gradually toward them, making a 
circular tour toward the last, so that it will bring you to the 
windward; and work toward them until you notice symptoms of 
alarm, shown by the double note of th« gander. Now is your 
chance. To your feet before they can gather I You are near 
enough. They must pass to the right nr left, for they cannot 
rise 111 any other direction. Each man select his birds, and if 
you do not bag two each, you should never shoot at a wild goose 
again, unless absolutely In self-defence. 

“Much cunning la exhibited by these birds In localities where 
they are frequently disturbed. We have often seen t(|em In the 
great swamps of the Bureau Valley along the Illinois, come In 
about dark, when It was just too late to draw a sight, noiselessly 
stealing along, so as to evade the random shot of the hunter re¬ 
turning to camp after a long day’s work. So attached are they 
to their old grounds, and so liable to be pursued at night by 
reckless adventurers, that after a few warnings they baffle the 
most Intelligent. Should their line of entry be discovered to¬ 
night as they come across the marsh from the South, to-monow 
night, if you watch, you may hear the vibration of their wings as 
they pass over the timber to the north, In their approach to the 
old rice pond, or open water on the big slongh. Upon all ooca- 


A Puke White Quail. —^New York Offlbe of 
Chicago Fielp, No. 83 Park Row, New York.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—Our young friend Mr. Lewis 
.M. Morford, of New'ton, Sussex county, N. J., a 
few days ago sent to us a pure wblU> quail, which 
was shot in that vicinity. This bird is of full size 
and of full plumage which la as white as the driven 
snow; and what is very' rare, there was another 
bird equally white in the same bevy, which, iiow- 
cver, escaped. The bird sent to us has been artisti¬ 
cally mounted by M. J. Wallace, naturalist and 
taxidermist of No. 17 North William street, of 
this city, whom, I think, you know ranks among 
the most skillful in his line of business. Some 
years ago while shooting with Chief Justice Beasley 
of New Jersey, down at about the jumping off 
place In lower Delaware, we put up a large bevy of 
quails, among which there was a white bird, and 
upon following Into an open wood, and our dogs 
coming to a point, the white btnl was put up and 
cleanly killed by the Chief Justice, and is now an 
onianient in hla office at Trenton, N. J. That bird, however, la 


not os large nor so purely white as the one we now have on ex¬ 
hibition.

The birds of which “I. G. W.” and “Virginian" write to 
"Mighty AmalgamaUd," arc evidently these Imported quails or 
their offspring. It Is certainly strange that a journal which 
claims so much, should exhibit such complete Ignorance of that 
which has frequently appeared as editorial matter In Its own col¬ 
umns.

No! one out of every twenty ^‘f ibe modern generation of sportsmen, 
we should imagine bVe not heard of John Gully, the prize who 

became a member of Parliament, yet lu the same proportion, we think, 
they know nothing of the man. his character, genius, and enreer; and

This Is 
the only way of making trotting races again as popular ns they were a 
few years aeo. The abolition of pool selling has nothing to do with 
the decline of the attendance at the various races in this country, it was 
on the wane long before that. The pulling of horses to keep their time 
record as high as pn^nible and not aflowiug the best horse to win at all 
the trottingimeetlugH in the country, has done more to disgust honest 
lovers of the horse with the sport than auythiog else. Oorroborative of 
(be above, It Is stated that Fleetwood F^ark is In tbe market fur a lessee, 
ad the old lei>sees have given np all cunuecUon with It, and it has gone 
back to the owner In fee of the laud-Mr. Morris. Fleetwood's history 
hs^ not beeu a vtry suciessful nor encouraging one, and horsetiieo, 
uarliciilarly those at a distance, may well wunuer why a city like New 
York. pO!>set*eing thousands of horsemen and such u wealth of fast 
horses. CHOuut summrt one trotting track. Fleetwood Is the <»nly truck 
now lu the immednite vicinity uf New York, tbe Fashion. Ceiureville 
and Union track;* of Long Island, formerly visited by New Yorkers be¬ 
fore Fleetwood suranir into existence, now being mere memories of 
tbe past. Their uolets, former gathering places for the lovers of turf 
sports, are metamorphosed, their siauds and f’-uces uru down and the 
wind whistles mournfully over tbe now-grass grown coinmoiift where 
the hoof beats of tbe old time trotters resouudea. Will Fleetwood be* 
come a memory also!__

Vesterduy, the first rhiy, over 
a thousand people visited the show, and every one was pleased 
with the four footed exhibits. The most noticeable ohjectioii- 
rble feature is that some of the pens for the larger animals arc 
altogether too small and the animals are badly crowded.

I am not at all afraid that those who know me will accept tlic 
contemptible construction that has been given to my absence. 
.My friends know well that for many years 1 have been a great in¬ 
valid, but In spite of bodily infirmities have striven by all means 
at my command to advance the true sportiug interests of the day, 
and to afford whatever aid my experience made possible to all 
who have had the same end in view. For three years I have not 
had strength to stand two consecutive days in the Held, ami over- 
exertion In ray anxiety to get my dogs Into proper training cost 
me a severe fit of sickness on the very eve of the Memphis trials, 
Isat year. This has been my misfortune, but I have yet to learn 
that any man is to blame for sickness or accident. All over the 
world, hitting a man when he is down has been denounced with 
contempt by men of chivalry and courage, and I am convinced 
that my detractors will add little to their credit by the slur they 
have from interested motives cast upon 'me.

Worms in the liver are by no moans uncommon, 
and the trichina Is frequent where opportunities are given for 
dogs to feed upon fresh pork.

Use of Poisons or Explosive Compounds.—Every person, who 
places or allows to pass Into any of tlie waters of this State, any 
lime, gas, tar, or any other auliataiice deleterious to lisli, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. And every person who uses any puistmnu.s or 
explosive substance, for the purpose of taking nr ilestroyiiig fish. 
Is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Salmon.—The close season for saliiion comniunces August. I, 
and extends to November 1. 

Deer, etc.—Every person who, between the let day of January 
and the tsl day of ^ptember of each year, lakes, kills or de¬ 
stroys any elk, doer, mountain sheep or antelni)c, is guilty of a 
misdemeuuor. 

Penalty.—The penalty for the violation of the law is as follows; 
Except In case where a different punishment is prescrilied hy the 
code, every offense declared to be a misdemeanor is punisimlile by 
imprisonment In a county jail uot exceeding six months, or by a 
fine not cxceedfcg tSOO, or by both.
